Don’t Let The Bear 
Get You 


One of my first summer jobs was working with my uncle loading 
hay onto trucks in his hayfields, We would then unload and stack 
the Hay in huge, hot, barns with tin roofs, During short breaks my 
friend and [| would wrestle while the older workers rested. 

Several older farm workers warned us the “bear’’ was going to get 
us if we didn’t slow. down and cool off. At first l though there might 
really be a bear lurking around the edge of the hayfield just waiting 
fora juicy snack. | soon realized they were not talking about-a real 
bear getting me, but were referring to succumbing to heat exhaus- 
tion, How this colloquialism ever got started is beyond me. But if 
you’ hear an Gld timer talking about the “bear getting-you”, at least 
in.the Deep South, they are referring to the same thing my rrienics 
in the hay field were many years ago-heat exhaustion. 

Just this past week two young football players died while praetic- 
ing football, When young men who are presumably im good health 
fall due to heat, it doesn’t take a Rhodes Scholar to figure out the 
ddverse affect extreme heat has on us older, out of shape sportsmen. 

One misconception is that you have to be engaged in strenuous 
activity to fall victim to a heat-related illness. This simply is not so, 
I haye seen at least two dove hunters pass Outjust sitting in the field: 
Sitting in un open boat for long periods of time during a heat wave 
can also spell trouble 

There are three classifications or syndromes. of heat related ill- 
The first'is heat cramp, which is the most benign of the heat 
syndromes. This condition usually follows strenuous exercise. 
Water and electrolyté solutions are recommended for treatment. 

The second and most common. of the heat syndromes. is heat 
exhaustion or heat:prostration, This condition is brought on by the 
failure of the Cardiovascular responses to control the effects of high 
external temperature, It is more common in older people but can 
affect any age. If you experience dizziness,. headaches, nausea, 
vomitingor fainting ‘move to a cooler location, lie*down and drink 
Wwalef. 

Heat stroke is the third and most dangerous of the heat syn- 
dromes. Itusually occurs when the temperature exceeds 90 degrees 
accompanied by high humidity.: A heat stroke victim should be 
rushed to a medical facility immediately. 

- Outdoor enthusiasts can minimize risks by drinking plenty of 
water, Wearing loose fitting cotton clothes in light colors and a well- 
vented hat. Plan activities for early and late when it’s cooler. 

And remember, if you are engaged in strenuous activity during 
hoteweather, and someone, tells you, “Tt looks like the “Bear” is about 
to'vel-you™...Don*t-panic and go:climb a tree, just get a cool drink | 
That will keep the “Bear” away.
